Similarly, the 
increased diameter of the wheels allows larger front brake discs to be fitted

finish of the brake callipers signals the vehicle’s spirited character, agility 
and dynamism.

Distinctive and distinguished, the face of the SLR 722 Edition incorporates 
carefully designed technical details which emphasise the car’s forceful 
character succinctly and give it an incisive expression. The striking form of 
the airsplitter, with its lacquered, visible carbon fibre surface, increases the 
downforce on the vehicle at the front and thus makes for even more precise 


handling at high speeds. 


The styling cue provided by the visible carbon fibre of the airsplitter is picked 
up by the exclusive colour scheme of the SLR 722 Edition. Mesh-type 
black-painted air outlets on the engine bonnet and palladium grey 
headlamp surrounds pick up the nuances of colour which are such a feature 
of carbon fibre. The crystal antimony grey paint finish enhances this play 
of colours with a real sense of three-dimensional depth and a particularly 
intense surface structure.

Optimum aerodynamics and traction are provided by a perfectly coordinated 
team comprising the diffuser, which is made from visible carbon fibre, and the 
airbrake, whose effect has been upgraded to accommodate the sportier 
performance of the SLR 722 Edition.

more downforce and so offers even greater directional stability and road 


adhesion as well as even better braking performance - factors which also help 
to enhance the SLR’s already exemplary handling safety.

Deliberately conspicuous 
stitching in 300 SLred, the embossed “/22” on the head restraints and the red 


seat belts provide striking and stylish highlights.

Lean, assured and agile - the SLR 722 Edition has been stripped of excess 
weight wherever possible: for example, the boot lining and the insulation in 
the stowage compartment have been reduced to the minimum. Visible carbon 
fibre in the footwells and in the area of the rear wheel arches conveys a sense 
of uncompromising sportiness. The restyled instrument block helps the 
driver focus on the essentials: the dials of the classic chronometer-style 
instruments have a signal red background and an AMG RACETIMER brings 


an additional dimension of dynamic involvement to the driving experience. 


The design and features of the steering wheel reflect the importance of its 
role as a key interface between driver and vehicle: the combination of leather 
and suede on the rim offers particularly good grip - an important factor 
in ensuring perfect control at high speeds. Wheel-mounted shift paddles,
